A bitter fight was staged in the California 
state legislature to increase the gasoline. tax 
from two to three cents a gallon on the theory 
that if such increase was not made the road 
program of California would be crippled. The 
pill was passed on a close vote. Governor 

- Richardson could easily have dodged responsi. 
bility and played polities by signing the bill 
under the exceuse that it could later be re 
ferred to the people or amended. This he re- 
fused to do and clearly stated his reasons for 
killing the measure. He showed that increas- 
ed taxes were not necessary in order to carry 
on systematic road work and he would not 
sign a tax-raising measure which, in his opin- 
jon, was contrary to his platform of economy 
and sound business administration in public 
affairs. 

Executives who will conduct public affairs 
along business lines and who cannot be sway- 
ed by every breath of political faney should 
have the thanks of the people in this nation.

Too Easy Marriage 


(Big Bear Life) 

Returns on the marriage and divorce cen- 
sus taken last year by the government bureau 
of the census show a terriffic increase in the 
divorce habit. In the 21 states from which 
the census figures are made known the di- 
vorees of 1922 register an inerease of 35 per 
cent over those of 1916, while the marriage 
increase in the same states in the same time 
is only 7 per cent. The~rate of divorce in 
these states in 1922 is one to every seven and 
two-tenths marriages, whereas in 1916 it was 
one divorce to every nine and two-tenths 
marriages. It cannot be denied that these fig- 
ures indicate a bad condition and a bad ten- 
deney, says the Ohio State Journal.” But 
there is not the slightest use in becoming ex- 
cited and railing against an immorality, un- 
less we realize where the immorality -exists. 
Not altogether in the 35 per cent increase of 
divorees, perhaps not so much as in the 7 per 
cent increase of marriages. For divoree, af- 
ter all, is but the recognition of the failure of 
marriage. The fault lies there. Among all 
the uncounted causes of divoree, the to0- 
easy, ill-considered, hasty marriage leads, as 
almost any divorce court judge will tell you. 
The mistake in these cases lies in the mar- 
riage. If our institution of marriage is to be 
preserved as we would have it, it must be 
puriied and safeguarded, rendered less easy, 
and hedged about with such ceremonials as 
} shall make its sacged character apparent to 

the most casual applicant. Tt should never 
he possible for men and women to become 
married il they have at least been forced

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A Republic, Not a Democracy 
(National Republican) 

It is surprising to note how often speakers 
and writers of note, who ought to know bet- 
ter, refer to the United States as a ‘*demo- 
eracy.’’ It cannot too often be repeated that 
our government is not a democracy, but a 
representative republic. Ours is a democratic 
form of government, that is a popular gov- 
ernment, but the word democracy, politically 
applied, deseribes a particular type of gov- 
ernment, one definitely rejected by the fram- 
ers of our Constitution. 

A democracy is a governnient in which the 
people exercise direct control. In a republic 
the people exercise indirect. control—control 
through representatives, who in turn are lim- 
ited in their power over the people by checks, 
balances and guarantees specifically set forth 
in our national Constitution. A republic is 
a government by deliberation through chosen 
leadership; a democracy is government by im- 
pulse and passion, through the unrestrained 
mass. 

James Madison, one of the leading figures 
of the convention which framed the Ameri- 
can Constitution, and the most authoritative 
constitutional commentarian of his time, said: 
“The two great points of difference between 
a republic and a democracy are: first, the gov- 
erning power in a republic is delegated to a 
small number of citizens elected by the rest : 
and, second, a republic is capable embracing 
a larger population and of extending over 4 
wider area of territory than is a democracy. 
In a democracy the people meet and exercise 
the government in person; in a republic they 
assemble and administer it by their respec- 
tive agents.’’ 

Thomas Paine said: ‘‘A republic, properly 
understood, is a sovereignty of justice, in con- 
tradistinction to a sovereignty of will.” Thus 
the great pamphletear of the American Revo- 
lution drew clearly the distinction between a 
republic, ‘“‘properly understood,’’’ and an au- 
toeracy or democracy. 

The use of the misnomer democracy as de- 
scriptive of our form of government has con- 
tinued to such an extent that when Alexander 
Hamilton is quoted as fearing and opposing 
democracy as a form of government itis as- 
sumed that he was criticizing government by 
the peaple. Washington and Hamilton knew 
that tvranny by the mass is as much to be 
fonred as tyranny by the individual. They 
were opposed to the potential form of tyr- 
anny known as an autocracy and that called 
a democraev. They chose the golden mean 
o£ the pennblic, in which liberty and security 
ave eambined, and progress is thereby made 
possible. 

Those who eall our government a demo- 
ersey are as far astray as if they denominated 
it an pntocracy. Tt is neither. It is what 
one forefathers deliberately decreed, with the 
record of human experience before them and 
an onportunity to choose the best form of 
envernment for the new nation—a representa-

“Reading for honors” is 
such a distinction that it has 
taken first place over other major 
sports on the campus. 

The past year has been remark- 
able for expansion in material 
ways. The campaign for addition- 
al funds has been highly success- 
ful. Particularly notable has been 
the large contribution of the 
alumni, totaling $214,196.07. This 
is significant in View of the fact 
that the average age of the alumni 
is not over thirty years and the 
great expansion of numbers has 
come within the last ten years. 

Prominent among the pledges is 
one of $60,000' given by the Har- 
wood family for the erection of 
the Margaret Burton Harwood 
Memorial Hospital, which will be 
constructed in the near future. 

At the alumni meeting the 
alumni voted to go forward with 
the solicitation of funds which 
will undoubtedly assure all con- 
ditional gifts to the College, in- 
cluding the conditional gift of 
$50,000 from the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Advancement of 
Teaching. 

Most significant also was the 
action of the alumni in unani- 
mous approval of the plan of ex- 
pansion for Pomona College. This’ 
action completes the official en-' 
dorsements by trustees, faculty” 
and alumni and insures a hearty 
and unanimous backing for the 
plan of enlarging Pomona Col- 
lege by the addition of affiliated 
residence colleges. ;
